| thecontrie rvere more careful & zelous, th-n their frovvard enimies could ſuffer, They in 
| Cambrige vvere ſcatrered from chenſe, lo ne to onetrale of life, & ſome to an other: as Ro- 
| bertBroune, RobercHarciſon, Willizm Harriſon, Philip Broune, Robert Barker , Some of 
@th:ſe applied the ſelucs to reach (chollers: to the vyhich labour, R, Broune alſo gaue hing 
{fe for the ſpace of three yeares. He having 2 ſpecial care to teach religion vvith other lear- 
did ch=reby keepe his {ch lers ta ſuch avy = & good order,as all che Tounſeme yvhere 
| hetaoghe gave him vvitnes. Y-t the vvorld being ſo corrupt as it is, & the times ſo perilous 
Aegreatly miſliked che vvantes & defaultes, vvh:ch he (avve eueric vyhere, & marcked plat *

I: ildren profieſo much 'n religion , as that their other Rudies & learning might be bleſſed

thoritiemuſt nedes be vſarped. For the Apnttles did geue accoiies ro the church of all their 
doinges,as Vve read inthe Act.1.4.A 15.2,3.& Rom 15,31. Burt theſe being got aboue the 
Apoltles, Vyill fit in the throne of Chritt,& as Chriſt 1s norioFerior ro the church,no more 
Wil thei be. For Chriſt hatþ choſe vs;ſaith the ſcripture, & not Vve him, Iloh.15, 16. E ther-

Others of them ſaide they vvoulde not colllel nor medle for an other mk 
coſcience in that matter:-but they them ſelues 1udged , that the byſhops preached the vyorl 
of God, & therefore ought not lightlie to be rexeCted. Allo they (aid,that ſeing they had ihe 
vyord & the ſacraments,they mult needes have vvithall the church & people of God:& (+ 
ing this vvas vnder the gouernmet of the byſhops & by means of the, they could not vhs 
ly condem the by ſhops , but rather judge them faultic in ſome parte . Then did R.B, apaine 
& 3gaine diſcuſle theſ®matters,as he had often before,as vvhether the by ſhopes —__ be 
faici to preach the vvord of God & miniſter the ſacraments or no . For if that vvere trevn, 
then alſo might they call & place miniſters; & ſetog they them ſelues did miniſter ſo great 
thing as is the vvorde & the ſacraments, they might alſo miniſter their help in other thi 
not ſo great.
